gus print shop has this week install- 
ed, the last word in labor-saving 
machinery—a Miehle high-speed au- 
tomatic printing press. 


This press may be loaded with as 


many as 4000 sheets of paper and 
then prints and stacks them in a 
pile ready for delivery, without fur- 
ther attention on the part of the 
pressman, and at a speed of 3600 
impressions an hour. A hand feeder 
would print from 1000 to 2000 an 
hour. Air-suction is employed to lift 
a single sheet from the pile of paper 
and place it in position to be print- 
ed. 


Greater even than the speed is the 


quality of printing produced—a cyl- 
inder applying the ink to the paper 
instead of an" impa'ct of two flat 
surfacea aa in the case of an ordin- 
ary job press.

facture of printing machinery stands 
out as do few names in the business 
world. No automobile manufacturer 
holds the prestige in its field that 
Miehle does in the printing world. 
An illustration of Miehlo thoroness 
may bo grasped from the fact that 
no man may erect or service a ma- 
chine until he has been trained in 
the plant of the company.) Mr. Han- 
senn, with the Los Angeles agency, 
installed the Argus press and spent 
several days in giving instruction to 
the pressmen.

Registration Figures— 


The total registration in the ninth congressional district 


for the August 28th primary election was 364,581, a gain of 
26,354 over the May 1st presidential primary election. 


The latest figures show that 241,007 Republicans were 


registered, which is a gain of 18,332. The Democratic regis- 
tration was 82,883, which shows a net gain of 5,660. The 
Socialists numbered 2,745, or a gain of 103. The Prohibi- 
tionists numbered 7,813, a gain of 163, while the declined to 
state showed a gain of 1,891, with 30,133 registered. 


The gain in the whole state was 155,128. 
Registration 


in 1926 was 1,854,471, while now it is 2,009,599. 


Los Angeles county gained 28,451, while all the other 57 


counties combined gained only 26,677. The two congression- 
al districts in Los Angeles county have a total registration 
of 789,895—two congressmen representing three times that 
many people, while in San Francisco there are two congress- 
men representing a population less in number than the regis- 
tration in Los Angeles county. 


With above 38 per cent of the state's registration, the 


Los Angeles electorate can, if properly organized, proceed 
in the reapportionment matter in an effective way and de- 
mand a proper allottment of assembymen and state senators 
in the legislature, and receive a proper allottment too.— 
Exchange. 


Support Park Bonds— 


California Cultivator: 
Ordinarily we would advise our 


readers to vote against any bond issue not absolutely neces- 
sary for the immediate welfare of our people. Possibly, at 
least, in the minds of some, the state park bond issue, desig- 
nated on the November ballot as amendment No. 4, would 
come under the head of non-essential bond issues, as its pur- 
pose is to provide a $6,00,000 fund to be matched dollar for 
dollar with contributions from private or local sources, with 
which the state can purchase parks and playgrounds wherein 
our citizens, whether old or young, rich or poor, may enjoy 
themselves without having to pay tribute to some private 
owner. 


To one whose boyhood days were spent in southern Cali- 


fornia when anyone who so desired could camp anywhere 
on the sea shore from Santa Monica to San Diego without 
being molested by anything more serious than sand fleas or 
mosquitoes, the fact that every foot of this vast coastal play- 
ground is fast being closed to all save those who have the 
privilege of spending their vacation by the sea, indicates a 
short-sightedness that seems little short of criminal negli- 
gence on the part of those who are supposed to have the wel- 
fare of the state and its people at heartt. 


Commenting on this situation, F. W. Wentworth, director 


of the Save the Redwoods league, recently said: 


"Of the more than 800 miles of shore fine, all but 35 miles 


are in private hands, and some of the shore owned by the 
people is rugged and inaccessible, with beaches fe wand far 
between. • 


''The same is true of our finest forests—the redwoods and 


the rare species of pines and cypress. It is true of our most 
unique and interesting stretche's' of desert, the shores of our 
mountain lakes, of our wooded mountain tops. 


"The city of Long Beach recently paid $2,000,000 for a 


block on the beach which was considered worthless a decade 
ago."
